Secretary of the Treasury John

ation. 

Revealing new official budget 
estimates, Snyder, a St. Louisan, 
told the House Ways and Means 
Committee that: 

1. This fiscal year, which 
ends next June 30, should pro- 
duce a surplus of about three 
billions in contrast with the 
$2,700,000,000 deficit President

Correspondent John Randolph 
reported from the western front 
that the border crossings “had no 
special significance.”

There the Commu- 
mists are massing troops and 
equipment for a probably spring 
offensive. 

Randolph said the Communist 
defenses north of the parallel 
were a network of minefields, 
trenches, log pill boxes, rifle pits 
and dugouts.

Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s com- 
munique said the Communist 
build-up appeared to be in the 
Chorwon-Kumhwa-Hwachon _tri- 
angle on the central front.

I will appre- 
ciate an immediate reply.” 

Dowd, who recently returned

PARIS, April*2 (AP) — Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower an-

Gen. Eisenhower called the Su- 
preme Headquarters Allied Pow - 
ers Europe (SHAPE) a mechanism 
to “preserve peace.” He said 
British, American, French and 
troops of other nations already 
placed at his disposal have now 
— under his operational con- 
trol. 

Emphasizes Peace Aim. 

Gen. Eisenhower addressed 
about 150 correspondents at a 
press conference. He emphasized 
again and again that peace was 
the aim of the entire organiza- 
tion. 

“If I were part of any nation 
desiring to extend its influence, 
I would not be here,” he said. 

Eisenhower said in answer to a 
question that any delay in con- 
gressional action on defense 
measures would “delay the whole 
preparation” of defense of West- 
ern Europe. 

“Anything done 


which would 


indicate reluctance on the part: 


of any country to get into this 
pool of cold water would delay 
the whole preparation of de- 
fense,” he said. “My concern is 
that each nation should show its 
full readiness to 4-operate.” 
Eisenhower declined any com- 
ment on a qucstion about the 
atomic bomb. “That’s not my 
function,” he said. ‘ 
Explains Statement. 
Eisenhower sought to explain 
a section of his testimony earlier 
in the year before a congressional 
committee by asserting that he 
had no intention of retiring to 
the “Brest peninsula” as a means 
of defending Europe. He said such 
a quotation had been taken out 
of context when it was released 


in Washington some weeks ago. 
lt indicated he was ready to back 


into the Breton peninsula of 
France in case of an attack and 
there would be prepared to hold 
on until strength could be de- 
veloped.

The union, Reuther emphasized, 
is opposed to plant gambling be- 
cause of its effect on the eco- 
nomic well-being of the union 
members and the threat of cor- 
ruption to the union. He cited 
two cases of minor union officers 
whom he accused of using their 
official positions to make personal 
gains at the expense of he work- 


rs. 
Amplifying his remarks about 
participation of union members 
in gambling rackets, Reuther told 
the Post-Dispatch that he did not 
think there were as many corrupt 
shop stewards as management has 
represented to the union but he 
was satisfied there was a certain 
amount of corruption on the lower 
levels.

We cannot believe that any amount is right that 
would make the cost basis of our aircraft higher than 
our competitors’. We do not believe it would be 
right for our armed services. We do not believe it 
would be right for the community, which surely wants 
here a live defense industry and not a dead one. 


"What is FAIR VALUE? 


Let's take a look at this unique business of building national 
defense aircraft. It is obvious that no private company could 
pay the full cost of constructing, or leasing at commercial 
rates, the big plant capacity that is needed only during 
national emergency and is partly idle in normal times. 


The Government showed it understood this plain fact during 
the war when it built the 51 plants like ours to give this 
country the wartime capacity it needed for air defense. The 
Government continues to show its understanding of this fact 
when it makes plants available to other aircraft companies 
on the basis of realistic purchase price or rental. 


It should be clear, therefore, that our company cannot long 
compete in this industry in normal times if it permits itself to | 


be burdened by plant costs sharply out of line with those of 


its competitors. ;

This is just the latest version of a continuing 
effort to crack Missouri’s centennial road law— 
the law which for 30 years has made this state 
proud of its nonpartisan highway administra- 
tion, and of its ability te build good pavements 
on the lowest gas tax in the country. 

In 1935, Senator Quinn tried to throw the 
Highway Department into politics by requiring 
its employes to list their political affiliations.

In 1945, he tried to scrap the nonpartisan 
commission for a 10-man board elected on a sec- 
tional basis, thereby raising the vicious city vs. 

Donnelly 
vetoed his bill. 

In 1949, he tried to get an eight-man commis- 
sion, but did not push this obvious device to let 
Gov. Smith rearrange the department.

We 
also doubt that very many red-blooded American 
youths would want to forego military service on 
that basis. : 

What Congress should do is lower the draft 
age to 18—the age which produces the least 
interference with college training. It should also 
establish a system of universal military service 
and co-ordinate this service with the draft. If. 
Congress took these two steps it would not now 
open the way for probable criticism of our 
military training program on the grounds that 
it uses undemocratic methods in the defense of. 
democracy. 


Time for Reverse English 

Many East St. Louis voters have made up 
their minds that the one result most urgent in 
their municipal election is the defeat of John T. 
English, who has the audaeity to ask for another 
term as City Commissioner. This conclusion is 
clear from the formulation of public opinion in 
the closing days of the campaign. 

John English was one of the star witnesses 
when the Kefauver Committee investigated crime 
and commercialized gambling in the St. Louis 
area. Only the Police Commissioner’s memory 
was poor.

ceit and hypocrisy—all these and 
hundreds of other phenomena are 
historic as well as actual.” 

De Custine was a French aristo- 
erat and anti-revolutionary who 
fled the French revolution and 
went to Russia to find arguments 
against representative govern- 
ment. After viewing czarist des- 
potism at first hand he returned 
to France “a partisan of consti- 
tutions.” 

“He was thus, in a sort of re- 
verse sense,” said Gen. Smith, 
“the first of the fellow-travelers 
to make a public confession of 
his disillusionment.” 

Draws Parallels. 


Smith drew parallels between 
his own experiences in the Soviet 
Union and those of Custine. The 
similarity he characterized as “a 
measure of the extent to which 
the Bolshevist regime has turned 
back the clock in Russia.” 

As to the inevitable revolution? 
He said the factors are there but 
“are still relatively feeble.” The 
factors, he said, include the funda- 
mental strength of the Russian 
character which, “through the 
ee has defied strangula- 

on.“ 

However feeble, he said, they 
are on the side of the West in the 
titanic long-range struggle now 
facing us for a civilized and 
peaceful world. They are half 
smothered, not only by deliberate 
suppression but by the ‘inevitable 
ravages’ of centuries of oppres- 
sive and arbitrary rule. 

“Slow Process.” 


“Centuries of history (of op- 
pression) can not be spanned in a 
matter of years. This will inevit- 
ably be a slow process. The 
change must come primarily 
through the efforts of the Rus- 
sian people when their eyes have 
been opened and when they de- 
mand their heritage.” 

Smith said Stalin, like Czar 
Nicholas, “continues to be the 
most powerful and least acces- 
sible of all the world’s sov- 
ereigns” and is to most Russians 
merely a name and symbol. But 
like his czarist predecessors, he 
said, Stalin is omnipresent, dom- 
inating the lives and thoughts of 
his subjects in every city, village 
and hamlet across one-sixth of 
the world’s surface.

S recounted in “BIRD OF PARADISE” at the MISSOURI 

THEATER, the customs surrounding betrothal and mar- 

riage among the South Seas Polynesians in the last century 

were even more wearing on the principals than the barbaric 

ones among the present-day United States 

natives described in “Father of the Bride.” 

Louis Jourdan, as a Frenchman going native, 

can’t speak to Debra Paget, the chief's 

daughter, until she chooses him for her 

husband. They must spend a trial period 

together in a manner closely resembling the 

old New England custom of bundling. Be- 

e local medicine man has his doubts about the 

marriage, the girl has to walk on live coals to convince him. 

After the husband buys the bride from her father, he still 

has to kidnap her, by custom, over her furious resistance 
and get chased by the whole village. 

The preoccupation of Writer-Director Delmer Daves with 
the aboriginal mores still doesn't prevent this South Seas 
drama from being, on the whole, as unconvincing, if not 
downright phony, as the type in which Dorothy Lamour and 
Jon Hall used to cavort. In this type of thing, you have two 
choices for a bang-up ending (1) a hurricane; (2) a volcano 
eruption. This chooses the latter, and has the heroine throw 
herself into the flaming crater as a sacrifice to appease the 
gods, even as Laurette Taylor did back in the old 1912 stage 
drammer which inspired this, if inspired is the right word, 
which I doubt. The Polynesians, although they have seen 
only two white men before Louis, speak fine English, having 
learned fast from the first white man. Louis ahd Jeff 
Chandler, as the chief's son, look ridiculous running around 
in sarongs. The light eyes of Jeff and Debra, who plays 
his sister, are explained by their one white grandfather, but 
their thoroughly Caucasian appearance obviously didn't come 
down through the Polynesian actors who play their parents, 
convincing me somebody ought to be prosecuted for violation 
of the Mendelian laws of biology. .

Ozark Entertainers, Pennsylvania 
Dutch Singers, Others From Varied 
Cultural Backgrounds Gathering for 
Annual Event at Kiel Auditorium

N the Osage and Sauk Indian 

reservations of Oklahoma, 

Indians gathered around a 
campfire to dance as braves of 
another era danced, shuffling 
and stomping to the beat of 
déerskin drums. There is a 
graceful, easy motion and they 
hold bodies erect. until they dip, 
eyes on the ground, as if to find 
the footprints of enemy warriors. 
War whoops ang drums drown out 
all other sound, though the wind 
whistles over the reservation and 
there is the steady, pulsating 
rhythm of pumping oil wells a few 
hundred feet away. Leaders of the 
dancing groups summon the best 
among them and they pile into 
cars, headed for St. Louis. 


At Cane Hill, Ark., Booth 
Campbell tosses an armful of 
saw-slab chunks into his wood 
stove and picks up his home- 
made banjo. Spring peepers set 
up a chorus down by the pond, 
but Booth reckons he can give 
'em a tune they can’t copy. Pluck- 
ing the banjo (he calls it a “ban- 
jer’), he swings into “Barbara 
Allen,” singing the ballad as he 
“heerd” it from his foreparents. 
Then he starts packing a suit- 
case for his trip to the “big 
doin’s” in St. Louis, where he’ll 
sing and cut up for the city folks. 

In the Pennsylvania Dutch 
country, farmers put away their 
plows and gather in overalls to 
sing old-time revivalist spirituals 
as they sing them each summer 
at outdoor “bush meetings” un- 
der a canopy of leaves. They, too, 
are ready for the trip to St. Louis. 

Down in the anthracite coal 
mines of Pennsylvania a man 
named Hans hums a miner's song, 
hoping he can scrape up enough 
money to join the caravan that 
is heading westward. 

Negro students at Piney Woods 
School, Piney Woods, Miss., sing 
the work songs of the cotton 
fields as they pile into their bus, 
and the driver, catching their 
enthusiasm, finishes a chorus 
with them before stepping on the 
starter 


A cowpoke in Buffalo, Wyo., 
settles down on his blanket, picks 
up his guitar, and sings the West- 
ern songs that originated when 
cowboys of another day learned 
that a cattle stampede can some- 
times be averted by the soothing, 
rythmic cadence of music. 

From Maine to New Mexico 
and from Chicago to Houston. 
Americans of German, Ukranian, 
Yugoslavian, Mexican, French, 
Russian, Finnish, Czechoslovakian 
and Lithuanian descent rehearse 
their folk music and dancing, tale- 
telling and legends, then set out 
for St. Louis. 

And here in the city, Mormons 
gather in a church to rehearse 
the trek to Utah made by other 
Mormans a hundred years ago. 

In Belleville, East St. Louis, St. 
Louis county and in the city it- 
self couples gather in gay cos- 
tumes to swing and promenade 
to square dance music. Commit- 
tees meet to tussle with the prob- 
lem of arranging lodging, per- 


haps meals, for guests from the 
far-away places. Square dancing, 
re-popularized within the past 
three years here, has drawn 2700 
members into the Greater St. 
Louis Folk and Square Dance 
Federation. Headed by Richard 
McFarland and Harry Metivier, 
the best among them will perform 
when the National Folk Festival 
is held at Kiel Auditorium Opera 
House April 4 to 7. They and 
other members of the federation 
are assisting Miss Sarah Gertrude 
Knott in plans to make visiting 
performers ‘comfortable during 
their four-day stay. 


St. Louis has become the na- 
tion’s folk festival city. It is a 
meeting place for those of varied 
national backgrounds who pre- 
sent, in April of each year, the 
music and dancing that charac- 
terizes the cultures of the na- 
tions. But just as Ame~‘ca is a 
melting-pot where old-world ways 
blend, the Festival is a pageant 
of Americana where old-world fun 
and recreation meet under a com- 
mon bond. As the country has 
grown new dances and legends 
have sprung up from American 
soll and these, tbo, are Festival 
presentations. They ere given 
spontaneously and without pro- 
fessional fraining, for Festival 
performers are the work-a-day 
“folks” of the land who rely upon 
Miss Knott, Festival founder and 
director, for every detail of stage 
technique. 

It is a trying task for Miss 
Knott, who sticks to her task 
despite financial worry and the 
fact that the annual show can 
never really take shape until 
shortly before the curtain rises.. 
Performers come great distances 
at their own or local community 
expense, and last-minute cancel- 
lations are frequent. Others ar- 
rive on schedule but lack an un- 
derstanding of the short time 
allowable for each group on

M. just two qualifications: they 

must be authentie according to 
folk origin, and they must sparkle. 
They draw a rousing audience 
response because each spectator 
senses in some part of the pre- 
sentation a facet of his own fam- 
ily or national heritage. St. Louis- 
ans of German background sit in 
the Opera House beside those of 
French, Irish or Italian descent, 
and each discovers, before the 
show is over, that cultural back- 
grounds do not differ greatly 
after all.

her hair has turned white since 
worries began with the first Na- 
tional Folk Festival in 1934, and 
she likes to shut her eyes and re- 
call quietly the days when the 
Festival was only a dream... or 
to go back still farther when, as 
a girl in Kevil, Ky., she learned 
Southern folklore first-hand as 
a participant. 

“Kevil was a tiny town near 
Paducah, and the only fun we 
knew was the old-timey kind,’ 
she says. At tobacco firings, after 
the broad, green tobacco leaves 
were gathered and hung from 
rafters in the barn, we'd build a 
fire on the dirt floor, smother it 
to smoke-cure the tobacco, and 
neighbors who had helped us with 
the work would join us in sing- 
ing games and ballad singing.

“Then I went on to high school 
in McCracken county, Ky., and 
studied dramatics.

M. J. Pickering, a doughty re- 
tired Army man and showman, be- 
came National Folk Festival man- 
ager. 

After the 1934 appearance in 
St. Louis, at which Festival per- 
formers. gave their best and slept 
wherever lodging was cheapest, 
America’s “folks” beckoned to 
Miss Knott's call to present the 
Festival in Chattanooga, Dallas, 
Philadelphia, New York City and 


Washington, D. C. When the show 


was over they went back to their 
farming, fox-hunting, fiddling and 
factory work, while she eked out 


-a livelihood mainly by writing 


and selling magazine articles on 
folklore. She had become an ex- 
pert, poring over every bit of re- 
search material she could get her 


hands on, and by vagabonding | 


over the country to watch and 
listen as Americans of various 
regions danced and sang. 

The Festival, sponsored by the 
Associated Retailers of St. Louis, 
came back to its home city in 
1946 and has appeared here every 


April since. It is the only pres- 
entation of its kind in the world, 
says Miss Knott, for while other 
nations have similar projects 
they reflect only the folk cul- 
tures of the countries in which 
they are presented. They are 
financially subsidized by the vari- 
ous national governments, eli- 
minating the necessity for private 
enterprise to pay for stage and 
seat rental and incidentals. 
“But our Festival will go on,” 
says the soft-voiced former Ken- 
tuckian, “and each year it gets 
bigger and bigger. Ours is a young 
country and our folklore is still 
being formed. Old customs blend, 
and the new ones take on some of 
their color.” She might add that
